ÂN OCEAN HORROR ! 


Two Steaaers Collide Off Cape Raee 
and Om Hsndred and Thirty- 
two Persons Are Drowned, 


Naw Tobk, Aug. 17.—The steamer 
Wieland, 
of the 
Hamburg-American 
steamship line, which arrived here yes- 
terday, has brought news ol a terrible 
collision on the ocean, ofi Oape Bace, 
between the 
steamships Oeiser 
and 
Thingvalla, which occurred at 4 o'clock, 
on the morning of Aug. 14th. 
The 
Geiser sunk in five minutes after the 
collision and 132 persons were drowned, 
the balance of the passengers and crew, 
about thirty*one in all, being saved. 


The passengers of the Thingvalla and 
the survivors of the Geiser were trans- 
ferred to the steamer Wieland, which 
came to the rescue, and were brought to 
this city yesterday. 


ZiATBB. 


The correct list of the lost is 106 as 
given by Oaptain Muller, of the ill-fated 
steamship Geiser. 
She carried ninety- 
three passengers and a crew of forty- 
one. 
Of the passengers fourteen were 
saved and of the crew seventeen. 


TKIiLIKO THB 8TOBT. 


The following graphic account was 
given 
by a young 
druggist 
named 
Jansen Ohastberg, who was a passenger 
on board the "Thingvale," enroute to 
Galveston, Tex., with his sister: 


"It was just about daylight and all, 
with the exceptions of myself and a few 
friends, were asleep when all of a sud- 
den we heard scuffling feet on deck and 
then a crushing noise, and then for a 
moment all was still. In a second all 
the passengers were out of their berths 
and rushing for the companion way, 
screaming, and the din was deafening, 
particularly from the lower deck, where 
the people with families were located. 


*'After considerable difficulty I got on 
deck and rushed to see what the damage 
was, and just here I wish to state, most 
emphatically, that no 
whistles were 
blown on the Thingvale before the col- 
lision. 
I went to the front of the vessel 
and saw a gap of about twelve feet on 
the left side. 
The plates were rolled up 
and on top lay a part of the corpse of a 
man, and the whole stem was covered 
with blood and fragments of flesh,which 
were soon washed off by the wavea. 


"During this time there was a terri- 
ble rain storm. 
It was the cause of ex* 
treme darkness, greater than any fog. 
The Geiser began sinking rapidly and 
in eight or ten minutes pasred out of 
sight. 
Then there was an effort made 
on our ship to lower the boats. 
It was 
fully twenty minutes before the boats 
were lowered. 
I saw three boats of the 
Geiser—one turned upside down, an- 
other smashed in the storm and a third 
had two men in it who were holding up 
a woman between them, who seemed to 
be dead. 
Several had life preservers on, 
but were swallowed up in the whirlpool 
made when the Geiser went down.

great number must have been drowned 
in their berths."

"Have yon noticed the change that; 
has come over the trade respecting the' 
standard cigar box?" asked a leadingj 
dealer of a New York 
Mail 
and 
Ex- 
press 
reporter recently. 
"Not very 
many years ago the standard box held 
100 cigars. Now the standard box 
holds but fifty, aud the Btill smaller box! 
holding but twenty-five is rapidly push 
ing to the front. Is this not accounted 
for on the principle that as nations be- 
come more civilized the coins in use be- 
come subdivided to meet the demands 
of a more diversified trade ? 
May it notl 
oome from a leaning toward a fresh 
cigar? 
When one man attempts to con- 
sume a box containing 100 cigars he 
finds the last row too dry, and hence 
his change to the fifty or the twenty- 
five box. 


"But," continued the dealer, "if the 
wholesale and retail tobacconists of thw 
country do not soon awake from their 
long sleep they will wake up some fine 
morning and find that their trade 
oostly Havana cigars is in great peril 
and the work they are now refusing to 
do will be many times harder when the 
critical point is reached. 
The point in 
question is that foolish freak of nature, 
tíie insane fashion for light-colored ci- 
gars, and without one word of comment 
or explanation the tobacconists have 
been catering to that silly whim. Mat- 
ters gave gone from bad to worse, until 
whole crops of tol)acco have been ruined 
in the endeavor to supply something 
that nature would not ]>roduce. In the 
tobacco growing districts of Cuba the 
crops have been cut long before matur 
ity, and as a natural consequence very 
iniferior toba(?co was the result. The 
consumer still asks for light-colored 
cigars, and at the same time condemns 
the inferior qualities of later-day to- 
bacco, that, nine times out of tan, has 
been spoiled, in order to satisfy his 
craving for a pale cigar.

The Kentucky tobacco is intermediatii 
in character.

cigar? When one man attempts to con* 
snme s box containing 100 cigars lie 
finds the last row too dry, and hence 
.his change to tho fifty or the twenty-' 
five box. 
"But," continued the dealer, "if the 
wholesale and retail tobacconists of this 
country do not soon awake from their; 
long sleep they Mill wako up some fine' 
morning and rind that their trade ia 
costly Havana cigars is in great peril, 
•nd the work they ore now refusing to 
do will be many times harder when the. 
critical point is reached. 
Tho point in 


question is that foolish freak of nature. 
Che insane fashion for light-colored ci- 
gars, and without one word of comment' 
or explanation the tobacconiste have 
been catering to that silly whim. Mat-j 
tors gave gone from bad to worse, until, 
whole crops of tobacco hava been mined 
in the endcnvor to supply something 
that nature would not produce. In the 
tobacco growing districts of Onba the 
crops have been cut lung before matur- 
ity, and as u natural consequence very 
inferior tobacco wot* the result.

The great crop of Havana to- 
bacco is dark; the coming crop, will, in 
all probability, bo dark al»o; and if the 
dealers do not beatir themselves and 
enter Into tho work of converting their 
misguided cuntomeiti they will imperil 
their trade in tho finer grades ol 
dwars. Tho Havana tobacco excels all 
otaon for cigar*. The Mexican and 
Manilla woods nro favorites for cheroots. 
The Kentucky tobacco in intenn»diai« 
in character. The tobacco of Virginii 
1» the best for pipe-smoking, while that! 
from Maryland >H usod for the cheaper 
Cradea of cigars."
